While it is impossible to predict 
whether Saban can instantly trans- 
form this team back into a legitimate 
playoff contender, there are some 
things you can be sure of. 

The offense will have an entirely 
different new look. Far better orga- 
nized. Far more diversified. And far 
better equipped to succeed. 

e The defense will possess more of 
an attack-mode mentality, which has 
been Saban’s signature throughout his 
coaching career. 

© The penalties and the stupid mis- 
takes that have taken so much of the 
steam out of this year’s team will not 
be tolerated by Saban. Translation: 
Expect the Dolphins to be a much 
more disciplined team. 

Yes, the face of the Dolphins is 
about to change. For the better. In so 
many ways. 

Nick Saban is a top-shelf football 
coach. This is not one man’s opinion 
as much as it is a consensus. For 
those who grew tired of Dave 
Wannstedt’s laid-back approach, 
Saban is the antithesis. He is intense. 
He is no-nonsense. If you catch him 
smiling, freeze the moment. It won’t 
happen very often. You have two al- 
ternatives: do it his way or seek em- 
ployment*elsewhere. It really is very 
simple. 

Sounds a little like that man with 
the jutting jaw who roamed these 
sidelines for a lot of years and a lot of 
victor No, don’t compare Saban 
and Shula. The bottom line is victo- 
ries and as of this moment Saban is 
still 347 behind Shula. Nonetheless, 
there are similarities in the manner in 
which they go about their coaching 
business. 

Unlike Wannstedt and a lot like 
Shula, you get the feeling Saban 
doesn’t care whether his players like 
him or not. He wants respect. He de- 
mands loyalty. He expects results. 
The Dolphins have replaced a real, 
genuinely nice man in Wannstedt 
with more of a drill sergeant in Saban. 
Could very well be that’s exactly 
what this franchise needs. 

Don’t be overly concerned by the 
length of time it took Saban to make 
his final decision. This is a man who 
is intensely loyal to his players. If the

wait was because he wanted to get 
his LSU players together for their 
bowl game in Orlando, tell them eye- 
to-eye before the football world really 
knew for sure, then how can you fault 
him for that? 

Saban had a wonderful situation in 
Baton Rouge. He had the city and the 
school in his palm. It’s not easy to say 
goodbye to that. But it would have 
been nearly impossible to turn down 
Wayne Huizenga. Not when you 
consider Huizenga was handing 
Saban the keys to the franchise. 

This is a dream job for any coach. 
A flagship franchise. A. great city. A 
hands-off owner. Total control over 
all football decisions. A five-year 
guarantee at almost $5 million a year. 
Saban said, when accepting the job, 
that he thrives on challenges. What 


greater challenge could he have than 
these Dolphins and what better tools 
could he have been given to meet 
those challenges? 

“It is an opportunity,” said Saban, 
“that | just couldn't refuse.” 

It is no surprise that Huizenga ad- 
mitted to high-fiving his wife, Marti, 
when Saban finally let his intentions 
be known. There was really no clear- 
cut second choice. 

Jim Bates is an excellent defensive 
coordinator and has done a wonder- 
ful job guiding this team through the 
final weeks of the season. | can only 
hope that Bates is able to forge a rela- 
tionship with Saban that will enable 
him to remain as the defensive coor- 
dinator. But the Dolphins needed to 
hit a home run with ‘his hiring, not a 
double or triple. 


enly gets brighter 


As good as Bates is, it 
still would have been his 
first significant head- 
coaching job and it 
would present an aura of 
retaining, the status quo. 
If there is anything this 
franchise needs, it is 
change. Major change. 
Saban certainly repre- 
sents that. 

His arrival willesignal 
>| an entirely new look in 
the personnel side of the 
operation. Rick Spielman 
either won't be back or 
will see his role *signifi- 
cantly adjusted. Saban 
will find Spielman’s re- 
placement, and we can 
only hope it is someone 
who he Wilk listen'to and 
who possesses the expe- 
rience and knowledge to 
right some of the wrongs 
that have occurred over 
the past few years. 

The major concern 
you hear about Saban 
and the new structure of 
the Dolphins football op- 
eration is that it is too 
much power to give one 
man. While | don’t dis- 
agree with that thinking, 

1 also believe if can work 
3 if Saban trusts this per- 
son’s decision-making 
ability dnd’ simply serves 
as the final stamp of ap- 
proval, similar to the au- 
thority that Shula had. 

That will be a crucial 
hire for Saban as will the 
decision regarding the 
new offensive coordina- 
tor. But, rest assured, the 
most important hire has 
already been made. 

Nick Saban is the new 
H head coach of the Miami 
Dolphins. Finally, some 
good news. Finally, a 
reason to start the new 
year with a positive out- 
look and the strong belief 
that we will not have to-endure a sea- 
son like this one again for a long 
time. <.

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Dolphins get their man 


A coaching search with a twist 


As has been the case with every- 
thing in 2004, things didn’t go 
smoothly when the Dolphins began 
their search for a new head coach. 

But at least this one episode had a 
happy ending, and it just so happened 
to materialize on Christmas Day. 

That's when Nick Saban an- 
nounced at a press conference in Or- 
lando that he would accept the Dol- 
phins’ offer, believed to be for five 
years and worth roughly $4.5 million 
a year. 

Saban had agreed in principle on 
Christmas Eve after meeting with Dol- 
phins owner Wayne Huizenga and 
team president Eddie Jones in Baton 
Rouge, La., but Huizenga wasn’t tak- 
ing anything for granted until Saban 
made the announcement. 

That’s why, after watching on 
ESPN Saban confirm he was becom- 
ing Dolphins head coach, Huizenga 
high-fived his wife, Marti. 

“| think it is a tremendous chal- 
lenge for me and a great opportunity 
and a great choice for me and my 
family,” Saban said. 

Saban délayed the announcement 
of his move until Christmas night be- 
cause he wanted to tell his players, 
who were off on Dec. 23 and Dec.

level — for a couple of years now, 
and he cemented that reputation by 
leading LSU to a share of the national 
title in 2003. 

At the time he agreed to join the 
Dolphins, Saban had a 91-41-1 
record as a college head coach, in- 
cluding a 48-15 mark at LSU. 

He was such a popular figure in 
LSU, in fact, that boxes of Little Deb- 
bie’s were left at his front*door by 
LSU fans well aware of his habit of 
having the snack every morning. 

“Nick was touched by a lot df peo- 
ple and he and his family had the best 
time they've ever had in their coach- 
ing career for this five-year period,” 
said LSU athletic director Skip Bert- 
man. “Nick is driven, he is gifted and 
talented and people like that like to 
take on new challenges.” 

Saban, who was scheduled to 
coach LSU in its bowl game against 
lowa on New Year's Day, will take 
es over a Dolphins team that will be 
coming off its worst season since the 
1970 AFLsNFL merger. 

The Dolphins also have gone three 
years without making the playoffs, the 
franchise's longest drought since 
1986-89. 

“All | know is that in every situa- 
tion that-we've been involved in, col- 


24, in person rather than having them 
hear the news through the media. 

The Dolphins had zeroed in on 
Saban as their choice to replace Dave 
Wannstedt on a permanent basis, and 
declined the opportunity to interview 
NFL assistants, who are off limits until 
the end of the regular season. 

The other two candidates inter- 
viewed were interim head coach Jim 
Bates, who got strong endorsements 
from current Dolphins players, and 
former Raider head coach Art Shell. 

The interview of Shell fulfilled the 
“Rooney Rule,” which requires teams 
to interview a minority candidate to 
fill a head-coaching position. 


But it was Saban the Dolphins’ 
wanted, and they got him by offering 
him something his previous suitors 
hadn’t: control over personnel mat- 
ters. 

“You Jook around and say, ‘OK, 
who’s out there that’s-better than 
that?’ ” Huizenga told The Associated 
Press. “I couldn't find anybody.” 

Saban is expected to bring in after 
the season a general manager to serve 
as his right-hand man, much like the 
structure in New England with head 
coach Bill Belichick and Vice Presi- 
dent of Player Personnel Scott Pioli.

“| have a lot of respect and grati- 
tude for everybody who has been in- 
terested in me through the years,” 
said Saban, who was contacted by 
Chicago and Atlanta last offseason. “I 
just felt like this opportunity, with this 
organization, was one of the best 
that’s ever been presented to me in 
terms of how you can control your 
destiny in the organization, the com- 
mitment the organization has to win-. 
ning and the tradition that they have 
in winning.” 

Saban has been considered one of 
the top coaches in football — at any 


lege or pro, we've made a significant 
contribution to the success of that or- 
ganization,” said Saban, a former NFL 
assistant with the Houston Oilers and 
Cleveland Browns.’“And not to make 
comparisons, but we’ve never taken 
over successful programs. 

“I've always Ween driven by chal- 
lenges. | don’t care whether it was 
little league baseball, the pony 
league to get to American Legion or 
whatever it was it was always the 
next challenge that makes driven 
people want to take advantage of the 
next opportunity, the next chal- 
lenge.” 


Filling out coaching staff next challenge 


Now that we know who the head coach is, the 
next huge challenge is assembling a staff. 

Especially an offensive coordinator. 

With Nick Saban’s expertise clearly on de- 
fense, it is imperative that he locate the right man 
to ressurect the Dolphins offense. As of Sunday 
hight when Dolphin Digest went to press, Saban 
was not giving away any of his plans — and it is 
likely that he won’t make any final decisions until 
the NFL coaching landscape clears following the 
end of the regular season. 

That’s when coaches will be fired and assis- 
tants will be available. It wouldn't be surprising to 
see Saban hire a highly visible offensive coordi- 
nator, perhaps even someone with head-coach- 
ing experience: Then Saban can turn his atten- 
tion to both the defense and the big picture of 
running the Dolphins. 

It is expected that Saban will strongly consider 


retaining at least a few members of the current 
Dolphins coaching staff, most notably interim 
head coach Jim Bates as the defensive coordi- 
nator. Saban and Bates worked together on the 
Browns staff years ago and they have remained 
good friends. 

Would Bates be receptive to a step back or 
would he want to first pursue other coaching pos- 
sibilities? That remains an unknown. Bates did 
say prior to the Saban announcement, “I wasn’t 
sure what it (being a head coach) was going to be 
like, but now | know it’s something | really enjoy.” 

\f Bates returns as defensive coordinator, he 
could have a say in the defensive staff, which 
should include at least one or more members of 
the current staff. Saban did say when he an- 
nounced he was taking the Dolphins job, “I think 
if we talk about it, we'll know if it works for both 
of us.” 


It is not expected that Saban will retain any- 
one from the offensive staff, which lacked conti- 
nuity this season partly because of some in- 
house squabbling. Current offensive coordinator 
Chris Foerster was given the jab only after Joel 
Collier had to step aside due to health reasons. 
Collier retained his old job as running backs 
coach. 

The Dolphins have two former offensive coor- 
dinators on the current staff — Marc Trestman 
and Jerry Sullivan — and neither played a signifi- 
cant role in this year’s offense. 

It is possible that Saban could bring along 
staff members currently on his college staff. 
Among the more prominent staff members at 
LSU are offensive coordinator Jimbo Fisher. de- 
fensive coordinator Will Muschamp, assistant 
head coach/special teams Derek Dooley and as- 
sociate head coach/receivers Bobby Williams. 


DEFENSE IS HIS CALLING CARD 


Nick Saban’s track record as a college head 
coach, including a .688 winning percentage and a 
share of the national title in 2003, has been well 
documented. 

And those who have followed Saban’s career 
know that a great part of his success has been his 
ability to produce great defenses. 

Saban’#experience as an NFL assistant came as 
a secondary coach and later a defensive coordina- 
tor, so it only made sense his teams at Michigan 
State and LSU would be particularly good on that 
side of the ball. 

LSU captured a share of the national title last 
year primarily on the strength of a defense that led 
the nation in fewest points allowed (11.0 per game) 
and fewest total yards allowed (252.0 per game). 

The Tigers also set a school record with seven 
defensive touchdowns, including a 20-yard inter- 
ceptign return by defensive end Marcus Spears 
that proved the winning margin in the 21-14 vic- 
tory over Oklahoma in the Sugar Bowl. 

Saban’s style of defense is physical and aggres- 
sive. The Tigers have done a lot of blitzing under 
Saban, and the evidence comes in the fact that 20 
of the team’s 51 sacks last season were recorded 
by linebackers or defensive backs. 

This year, it was 12 of 36. By comparison, only 
5.5 of the Dolphins’ 44 sacks in 2003 were 
recorded by linebackers or DBS, and this year’s 
numbers through 14 games were 8 of 34. 

Saban also had success defensively at Michigan 
State, with his,1999 team'leading the Big Ten Con- 
ference in rushing defense and sacks. 

“Instead of looking at the overall picture, he gives 
his players something they can really sink their teeth 
into, which allowed them to play more aggres- 
sively,” said Dean Pees, the head coach at Kent State 
who served as a defensive coordinator under Saban. 
“There are a lot of guys who can draw up defenses 
in the dirt and draw X’s and O's. The question is 


play his position? That's one thing Nick is good at.” 

As one would expect from a coach with a de- 
fensive background, Saban is rather conservative 
on offense. At least, that’s what the statistics would 
seem to indicate. 

Over the past three seasons, LSU has run the 
ball on 61.6 percent of its offensive plays. That's a 
much higher percentage than the Dolphins’ per- 
centage the last three seasons under Dave Wannst- 
edt, who was considered by many of his detractors 
as an overly conservative coach. 

Yet, LSU set all sorts of offensive records during 
its national championship season in 2003, such as 
passing touchdowns (30), offensive fouchdowns 
(56), completions (255), first downs (298). and total 
yards (5,857). 

“He believes in an exciting and up-tempo of- 
fense,” said Colts president Bill Polian, “and yet 
his teams are always terifically sound and very 
physical.”

Dolphins defensive end Jay 
Williams expressed his concern be- 
fore the hiring of Nick Saban about 
going after a college coach because 
he had a bad experience with that 
exact scenario during his days with 
the St. Louis Rams. 

Williams was starting his second 
season with the Rams when they hired 
Oregon head coach Rich Brooks to re- 
place Chuck Knox. Brooks, who had 
had tremendous success in 18 years at 
Oregon, flopped. The Rams went 7-9, 
then 6-10, and just like that Brooks 
was gone. 

“1 liked him,” Williams said. “But 
when he came, he came with that 
college mentality. That's not what we 
need. We need direction and a few 
players. | don’t think this team needs 
a disciplinarian.” 

Brooks isn’t the only successful col- 
lege coach who has failed at the NFL 
level, and others like him include 
names such as Steve Spurrier and 
Butch Davis.

Vikings in 1992. Steve Mariucci had 
tremendous success with the 49ers 
after going straight from Cal to San 
Francisco. And Bobby Ross guided 
San Diego to its only Super Bowl ap- 
pearance in his third season with the 
Chargers after coming straight from 
Georgia Tech. 

All of those coaches had been NFL 
assistants before going back to col- 
lege, but Jimmy Johnson had no NFL 
experience when he jumped from the 
University of Miami to the Dallas 
Cowboys in 1989. After a disastrous 
1-15 finish in his first year in Big D, 
Johnson had the Cowboys winning 
back-to-back Super Bowls in his 
fourth and fifth seasons. 

Look back at those who have gone 
from college head coach to NFL head 
coach over the past 15 years, and it’s 
pretty much split down the middle in 
terms of those who went on to have 
winning percentages at the pro level 
and those who did not. 

“The only thing | say is college 
coaches come in and they try and 
try,” said Cleveland Browns interim 
head coach Terry: Robiskie, “and 
| some make it and some don't.” 


THE BIG JUMP

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Reality: Saban hired Dolphins 


“Twas the night before Christmas 
and all through the house, not a crea- 
ture was stirring. Not even a mouse. 
The stockings were hung by Wayne’s 
chimney with care. In hopes that St. 
Nick soon would be there.” 


Wayne Huizenga’s holiday wish 
list was granted. So what if it took a 
little longer than the Dolphins organi- 
zation would have preferred. The 
franchise has experienced a long 
Christmas Day in the past — Kansas 
City, 1971, double overtime. 

Turkey dinners were all dried up 
by the time they were devoured on 
that day. 


That had to be the case in the. 


Huizenga household Saturday. 

He had to spend Christmas Eve 
shlepping — on second thought, 
Wayne doesn’t shlep — burning fuel 
on his private jet on a round-trip ex- 
cursion to Baton Rouge. Rumors were 
rampant that Nick Saban was going 
to turn down the coaching job with 
the’Miami Dolphins. 

Huizenga and team president 
Eddie Jones saved the day. 

Saban hired them. 

Yes, Nick Saban hired the Miami 
Dolphins. 

Saban first chose Miami about a 
year.ago. If Dave Wannstedt had not 
been retained, he would have come 
after the job at the conclusion of last 
season. 

In the sessions with Huizenga and 
Jones over the past two weeks, who 
might have asked the most pertinent 
questions? Saban was the only X’s 
and O’s guy in the room. 

And he obviously received the 
tight answers in three key areas. 

Five years, more dollars than were 
originally presented, and total con- 
trol. 

Total control means just that, and,

unless the team is sold, he will not 
have an owner looking over his 
shoulder. 

Huizenga will drop by the facility 
from time to time for a friendly chat 
just to see how things are going and 
to inquire .if the coach needs any- 
thing.

Generally, when the 
coach is hired, the team schedules 
the release of the story. 

Shula’s arrival in 1970 was ‘totally 
unexpected. Then-Miami owner Joe 
Robbie invited the media to the 


Jockey Club for the announcement. 
Of course, it was a different time. No 
ESPN. No agents as sources. When 
Shula walked into the cocktail recep- 
tion — Joe Robbie was a terrific 
owner in many ways — it was the 
first inkling that anybody, including 
the publicist, had. 

Now that Saban has hired the Dol- 
phins, his next hires will be even 
more important, starting with the gen- 
eral manager. If Floyd Reese can’t be 
lured from Tennessee, Tim Ruskell, 
the Atlanta assistant GM, is a candi- 
date. 

The new Toach in charge of every- 
thing has been out of the league for 


-10 years. That-was pre-salary cap. 


Scouting was far less sophisticated. 
Truth be told, the Dolphins’ sceuting 
has been staffed somewhat on the 
cheap: It needs to be upgraded, ex- 
panded and brought up-to-date, ac- 
cording to knowledgeable observers. 

The coaching staff*is-an equally 
critical area. It’s well known that 
Saban and jim Bates are friends. Bates 
visits with the Sabans every summer. 
He could do a lot worse than to retain 
Bates as his defensive coordinator, al- 
though the interim coach has per- 
formed well enough to be considered 
for a permanent head coach job’s 
elsewhere. 

Additionally, every coach or man- 
ager in every sport wants somebody 
he trusts around him to watch his 
back, as well as execute the normal 
chores. 

Current quarterbacks/assistant head 
coach Marc Trestman would be a 
strong choice as effensive coordina- 
tor. He has coordinated Super Bow! 
offenses, one as recently as two years 


| ago (Oakland). He truly understands 


the passing game,.which, with rule 
changes and the evolution of the 
West Coast offense, has also ad- 
vanced since Saban left the league. 

Saban does have the resources to 
be touted on to the right people. How 
he will do is uncertain. The certainty 
is that life according to St. Nick will 
be different.

QUARTERBACKS 


A week after having his best game of the sea- 
son in the big victory over New England, A.J. 
Feeley had a rather mediocre performance 
against Cleveland. Feeley completed 25 of his 
43 attempts, but he passed for only 176 yards 
because he threw underneath all night. His 
longest completion was good for only 18 yards, 
although it went for a touchdown to Derrius 
Thompson. Feeley was sacked twice and again 
didn’t show a great feel for sensing pressure in 
the pocket. The positive hews was that Feeley 
wasn’t intercepted. Feeley also deserves credit 
for leading the Dolphins on a game-winning 
drive, although 18 of the’ 40 yards gained came 
on running plays. Grade: C 


RUNNING BACKS 


The Dolphins running game had one of its 
most productive outings, with 116 yards and a 
4.6 average. Sammy Morris léd the way with 69 
yards on 17 carries, and:-he had a big 13-yard run 
on third-and-2 on the game-winning drive. 
Morris also caught three passes. Travis Minor also 
had success on the ground, rushing for 30 yards 
on six carries. Minor, who also had a long run of 
13 yards, caught two passes, while fullback

For the second week in a row, Derrius 
Thompson made a tough catch in the end zone 
for a touchdown, although this one wasn’t nearly 
as dramatic. Thompson also had a 16-yard recep- 
tion, but he later dropped an easy pass. Tight end 
Randy McMichael also dropped a couple of balls, 
while tight end Donald Lee failed to hang on to 
the ball after being hit almost immediately after 
catching the pass. Chris Chambers had a quiet 
three catches on the evening, but he had the 


longest run of the day with a 16-yarder on a 
reverse.

The offensive line had another up-and-down 


performance, particularly in pass protection. In 


addition to the two sacks against Feeley, he was 
pressured and forced out of the pocket on a few 
other occasions. Right tackle John St. Clair 
allowed penetration on the one sack that result- 
ed in a Feeley fumble and a turnover. The run 
blocking, was pretty solid for the most part, and 
McKinney deserves mention for his block on 
Chambers’ 16-yard run. There was only one 
penalty called on the offensive line, a false start 
on,left tackle Damion Mcintosh. Grade: C+ 

The defensive line didn’t have many opportuni- 
ties to make plays with their pass rushing because 
Cleveland was determined to pound the ball all 
night. Yet defensive end David Bowens came up 


. with one of the biggest plays of the game when 


he sacked quarterback Luke McCown on 
Cleveland's last drive. Bowens had an earlier sack 
wiped out by a hdlding penalty on Jason Taylor, 
who was flagged for throwing a receiver to the 
ground as he was getting off the line of scrim- 
mage. Taylor had a sack earlier in the game and 
led all defensive linemen with nine tackles. The 
Browns managed to rush for 142 yards, but their 
average was under 4 yards per carry. Jeff Zgonina 
contributed three tackles from the middle of the 
defensive line, but fellow starting D-tackle Bryan 
Robinson was very quiet (one assist).

LINEBACKERS 


The Dolphins welcomed Zach Thomas back to 


the lineup, and as usual he led the team in tack- 
les, this time with 18. His best play came when 
he shot through the line and dropped Cleveland 
running back Lee Suggs for a 2-yard loss. Morlon 
Greenwood also was active, as he finished with 
10 tackles. He also had two passes defensed, 
including one that he came close to intercepting. 
Brendon Ayanbadejo started for the injured Eddie 
Moore and finished with four tackles. He had a 
chance at a fumble recovery but touched the ball 
after sliding out of bounds, allowing Cleveland to 
retain possession. This was a solid, though not 
dominant} effort by this group. Grade: B- 


DEFENSIVE BACKS 


Cornerback Patrick Surtain had an early inter- 
ception and strong safety Sammy Knight forced 
and recovered a fumble near the Dolphins goal 
line to end a Cleveland threat. But then there 
was a strange play as Arturo Freeman intercept- 
ed a deep McCown pass, lateralled té Surtain, 
who lateralled to Sam Madison, who then fum- 
bled the ball back to the Browns. The Dolphins 
pass defense wasn’t tested often, but there was a 
breakdown when Dennis Northcutt wound up 
behind Knight and Surtain on his way to a 58 
yard touchdown in the first quanter. Grade: B- 


Olindo Mare won the game with a 51-yard 
field goal, which was by far the highlight of a 
mediocre night on special teams. Among the 
negatives was allowing a 22-yard punt return to 
Northeutt. Another was having Mare punt out of 
field goal formation and watching his 19-yard 
kick get retuthed 17 yards for a net of only 2 
yards. Punter Matt Turk didn’t have a great 
night, with a gross average of 39.5 and a net of 
30.6. Kick returner Wes Welker didn’t have any 
long returns.

Mare makes most 
of big opportunity 


This was a game where the Dol- 
phins could have separated themselves. 
from one of the worst teams in the 
league. Instead, they did a pretty goo 
imitation. ¢ 

The Dolphins ‘fumbled and bumbled 
and. generally looked as anemic as a 
Cleveland team that had been 
outscored 100-22 in its last three 
games. 

Fortunately, though, the Dolphins 
had Olindo Mare. 

Mare nailed a 51-yard field goal 
with seven seconds left to give the Dol- 
phins a leéss-than-stellar 10-7 victory. It 
was Mare’s first game-winner of the 
season and the second-longest game- 
winner of his career, behind only a 53- 
yarder at Denver in 2002. 

“What a tremendous kick by 
Olindo,” said interim coach Jim Bates. 

It has been a weird sort of season for 
Mare. While his field goal percentage 
is decent — 80 percent on 12 of 15 — 
he did miss a 22-yarder earlier in the 
season and sat out five games because 
of a calf injury. But there he was 
against the Browns, providing the dif- 
ference as well as a reminder that the 
Dolphins can count on him in close 
games. Unfortunately, they haven’t had 
many of those this season. 

“It felt great to get that kick,” Mare 
said. “| don’t think anybody wanted to 
go into overtime. It was frustrating 
when | missed some games earlier in 
the season, but now I feel like I'm get- 
ting my groove back.” 

Mare will be one of the most inter- 
esting offseason decisions. Do the 
Dolphins keep his relatively high 
salary cap number, try to renegotiate 


his contract or simply look for an- 
other kicker?

The maturation of A.J. Feeley contin- 
ues. And itisn’t always pretty.
